A Variety of Half Penny of James II 


The coin pictured above, a tin half penny of James II, shows 
clearly a die sinker’s error in the word SECVNDVS. The D was 
first cut in an inverted position, and then corrected by the place- 
ment of a second D in an upright position. The coin corresponds 
to Peck’s #544 with edge date 1687. 

Although, for a coin of the ill-fated tin issue of the late 
17th century this piece is unusually well preserved, the S of 
SECVNDVS has suffered by corrosion, as can be seen from the 
plate. 

Generally, errors of this type are not infrequent, but they 
occur on the smaller silver pieces of this period much more fre- 
quently than on the coins of copper and tin. Perhaps as a result 
of the size of the die, work was more carefully done on half 
pennies and even farthings than on silver of the size of sixpences 
and maundy coins. 
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A Variety of Crown of George III, 1820 


Pictured above on the left is the reverse of a crown of George 
III, dated 1820. While these crowns of Pistrucci’s original design 
are normally very carefully produced, this reverse die is of gross- 
ly inferior workmanship. 

The most obvious fault on the coin is the S of SOIT punched 
over a T (see enlargement on right). There is also considerable 
reengraving of some of the other letters: H of HONI, QU of QUI, 
MA of MAL, the Y, P and N of PENSE. Further, the garter 
itself has several doubled portions of the outline, to the right of 
the buckle. 

This die is paired with a perfect date obverse die of 1820, 
and the edge reads DECUS ET TUTAMEN +» ANNO REGNI 
LX. 

This is undoubtedly the reverse die mentioned by H. A. 
Seaby and P. A. Rayner in The English Silver Coinage from 
1649 (third revised edition) listed as a footnote to #219.

GENERAL DISCUSSION (continued) 





The mints of both Charlotte, North Carolina and Dahlonega, 
Georgia were closed at the outbreak of the Civil War. New Or- 
leans, Louisiana also ceased to strike coins for the United States 
but continued operation, striking half dollars first for the State 
of Louisiana and later for the Confederacy. The coins were of the 
regular United States type, with the mint Mark O. An order 
was received by the mint to strike half dollars of a design ap- 
propriate for the Confederacy and dies were prepared. Only four 
half dollars were struck from the Confederate reverse and reg- 
ular United States obverse before further orders closed the mint 
for the duration of the war. The Confederate coat of arms, sur- 
rounded by CONFEDERATE STATES OF AMERICA and 
HALF DOL. comprised the only official die used by the 
Confederacy. 

The Charlotte and Dahlonega mints were never again in 
service, but New Orleans resumed striking United States coins 
in 1879. 

The discovery of the Comstock Lode in Virginia City, Ne- 
vada, one of America’s greatest silver deposits, led to the estab- 
lishment of the Carson City Mint. This provided for almost im- 
mediate coinage of the silver from the mines. So great was the 
output of silver, that today the coins from Carson City, partic- 
ularly the dollars, are relatively common. Gold was a byproduct 
of the Comstock mines, and some coins in that metal were also 
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struck at Carson. By 1893, the last year of operation for the 
Nevada mint, the mines had all but expired. They are today one 
of the West’s outstanding tourist attractions, along with the 
ghost town of Virginia City, created by the wealth of the mines. 
Oddly enough, a variety of silver dollar of New Orleans for the 
year 1900 has the mint mark O over CC. 

In the period 1854-1861 then, five mints were active at once, 
and gold quarter and half eagles can be found from all five mints 
for certain of these years. It was not until the early twentieth 
century that the last of the branch mints to be established, Den- 
ver, Colorado, began its operation. 





The twenty cent piece was first struck in 1875, apparently 
due to the problem of obtaining proper change in certain areas 
of the country where Spanish coins were still circulating. Because 
of the size and style of the coin, it was easily confused with the 
quarter dollar. It was only struck in 1875 and 1876, although a 
few proofs were made in the following two years. The denomina- 
tion has never again appeared in the coinage. 





A minor change occurred to the reverse of the double eagle of 
1877, the value TWENTY DOLLARS replacing TWENTY D. 
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The first Morgan dollars were struck in 1878. These beautiful 
coins never circulated to any great extent, except in Nevada 
where they were preferred, partly because of the gambling opera- 
tions there, and also because of the traditional preference by the 
residents of the Silver State. Most of the dollars coined since 
1878 were stored in federal reserve banks until the 1960’s when 
the value of silver, and the interest in silver dollars by collectors 
both increased drastically. This caused nearly all of the dollars 
to be acquired by collectors or investors, and now these coins 
are not even found in Nevada. 





The Liberty head five cent piece in nickel replaced the shield 
design in 1883. With a large roman numeral V on the reverse, it 
bore a strong resemblance to the Mexican five centavo of 1882. 
The word CENTS did not appear on the new coin, and soon it 
turned up gold plated where it frequently was passed as a five 
dollar piece. Within a few months the reverse of the new coin 
was modified. The motto E PLURIBUS UNUM was placed 
above the value figure, and the word CENTS was placed below. 
This created three varieties of five cent pieces for the year 1883, 
because the shield piece had been struck, dated 1883, before the 
type change occurred. 
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The last coinage design change of the nineteenth century 
occurred in 1892. The dime, quarter, and half dollar were all 
altered. Charles Barber’s design consisted of a capped Liberty 
facing right, wearing a laurel wreath at the base of the cap. The 
reverse of the dime remained as it had been since 1860, but the 
new reverse for the quarter and half dollar consisted of an eagle 
with outstretched wings, shield on breast, with olive branch and 
arrows in the claws. The design was of greatly different propor- 
tions but otherwise strikingly similar to the heraldic eagle used 
almost a hundred years before on the silver coins. 

A trend had begun in the latter part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. Instead of the broad sweeping changes which effected al- 
most every coin in the series, a new pattern was emerging. Indi- 
vidual coins were being redesigned with what appeared to be no 
effect or influence on the other coins. The Barber design did make 
a uniform change to all of the silver coins (except the dollar), but 
it was one of the last such changes to be made. Since then, on two 
occasions only, have coins been redesigned as a group. In both 
cases, the new designs were not consistent from coin to coin. 

During 1907 the eagle and double eagle of the coronet type 
were discontinued, and replaced by Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ 
types. The ten dollar piece bore an indian head with full head- 
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dress. The inscription LIBERTY appears on the headband. The 
eagle on the reverse is standing, wings pulled tight against the 
body. The motto E PLURIBUS UNUM occurs above the eagle, 
but IN GOD WE TRUST is absent. 
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The double eagle is a striking design: Liberty full length, 
walking toward the observer, a rock and the capitol building in 
the background, a sun burst radiating from behind Liberty. The 
reverse bears a flying eagle, not quite as pleasing as Gobrecht’s, 
below which a portion of the sun’s disc is seen. Rays emanating 
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from the sun emphasize the eagle in flight. No motto occurs on 
this coin, and the date is rendered in roman numerals: MCMVII. 
The relief of this coin, although much lower than the lovely pat- 
terns which preceded it, was somewhat impractical and was re- 
duced even further, in the same year, after only 11,250 coins 
were struck. The low relief type coin was dated in arabic nu- 
merals: 1907. 

Saint-Gaudens, one of the finest medallic artists to produce 
any of the United States coinage design, was commissioned to 
add beauty to the coinage. President Theodore Roosevelt took 
personal interest in this plan, and some of his suggestions were 
incorporated in the gold coins of 1907-8. One of these was the 
insistence that it was blasphemous for the name of God to appear 
on a coin. Congress did not agree, and the motto IN GOD WE 
TRUST, absent on the first of the new coins, was added during 
1908. 





In the following year, 1908, the remaining gold denomina- 
tions were redesigned. After the quarter eagle coinage had begun, 
bearing the older coronet type, a new coin style, by the artistic 
Bela Lyon Pratt, was introduced. The main device is an indian 
head, wearing a full headdress. The reverse portrays an eagle, 
standing on ground, with wings folded against its body. The new 
design, therefore, was compatible with the Saint-Gaudens eagle 
of the year before. The rendition, however, was unique to the 
coinage of the United States. The main elements of the design 
were done in regular relief, but the field was flat and raised to 
the level of the rim. Thus the wearing surface became the field, 
and the features of the coin were well protected from wear. The 
stars, rnotto, and legends are integlio. The whole of the coin is 
very pleasing, and very much overlooked as an achievement of 
art, no doubt due to the great popularity of Saint-Gaudens. 
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As with the quarter eagle, the half eagle was first coined in 
1908 with the coronet type but then modified to the Pratt design 
identical to the quarter eagle except for value and size. 
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Both the new quarter and half eagle carried the motto IN 
GOD WE TRUST. The Saint-Gaudens eagle and double eagle 
were then modified by the addition of the same motto. This was 
also a mid-year change. Thus, for the period from early 1907 to 
late 1908, the double eagles were struck first in the old coronet 
style, followed by the Saint-Gaudens high relief, then in similar 
style but lower relief (still without motto), and finally with the 
motto added. 

These were the last changes to occur on the gold. Coinage in 
that metal ceased in the United States in 1932 and 1933. 

After being in use for fifty-one years the indian cent was dis- 
continued in 1909. On the occasion of the centenary of Abraham 
Lincoln’s birth, the cent became the first regularly minted United 
States coin to bear the image of a particular person. Designed by 
Victor David Brenner, the Lincoln cent was well received, but a 
clamor over the tiny initials V.D.B. at the base of the reverse rim 
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resulted in their removal. With this, 1909 became another year 
of varieties. The indian head cent was struck first, with and 
without mintmarks (San Francisco had begun to strike minor 
coins for the first time only the year before). Then both Phila- 
delphia and San Francisco coined the Lincoln cent with engrav- 
ers initials on the reverse, and finally both mints finished the year 
coining the Lincoln cent without initials. 





The Liberty head five cent coin was last struck in 1912. The 
next year the indian-buffalo “‘nickel”’ was first minted. An inter- 
esting trend was continued with this coin. The words FIVE 
CENTS on the reverse were first placed on the mound that 
supported the buffalo. Shortly the wearing off of these letters 
prompted a redesign of the area below the buffalo, and the value 
was placed in a hollow where the lower part of the rock had 
been. As had been the case with the Liberty five cent piece, the 
Lincoln cent, even the indian cent, to name only a few, the first 
year of a new design has often required minor changes.
